What’s this "REPAIR SCHEDULE" 
Buisiness all about 

Having suffered unnecessary mental misery 
over this ‘Line 1 and ‘Echelon* business, we finally 
cornered a gent the other day who can speak wit* 
hout a lisp and with authority on the subject. Mur* 
phy gave it to us neat. 1 

According to Murphy — to get the picture 
straight, some idea of the situation as regards over* 
seas field formations is called for. With this as a 
basis, the story can be adjusted to show the adap* 
tation of these matters to the Canadian picture, 
where mobility is not the factor it is over thar. 

Let’s take it the way Murphy tells it. REPAIRS 
are divided into four echelons. You might call 
them grades, types, divisions or layers, but don’t 
Call them ‘echelons*. Every repair job can there* 
fore be classified as a, first, second, third or fourth 
echelon repair. 

The workshops that do these repairs are also 
divided into four ‘lines'. You might call these gra* 
des, types, divisions or layers, but don't Call these 
‘lines*. Every repair organization therefore (starting 
with Units and LAD’s) can he called a first, 
second, third or fourth ‘line* workshop. 

To help you know a first, second, third or fourth 
echelon repair when its staring you in the face, you 
should know the principles on which they 're split 
up. Thus: 

FIRST ECHELON repairs are those adjust* 
ments, minor repairs, replacement of accessible 
components, emergency replacement of certain 
assemblies and light welding repairs which can be 
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carried out in in units, by unit personnel and/or 
LAD's with the tools and equipment available, 

SECOND ECHELON repairs are primarily the 
replacement of defective assemblies by new or 
reconditioned assemblies. In addition, repairs to 
certain assemblies and items not dealt with as 
assemblies insofur as they can be satisfactorily 
completed in the time and with the personcl and 
equipment available to the workshop. 

THIRD ECHELON repairs are primarily the 
repair of assemblies by fitting new or reconditioned 
parts and secondly the repair of defective parts. 
The extent of these repairs is limited to work not 
requiring extensive or elaborate testing apparatus. 

FOURTH ECHELON repairs cover all repairs 
not specified as 1st 2nd or 3rd echelon. 

FIRST LINE workshops undertake first eche* 
Ion repairs. 

SECOND LINE workshops undertake second 
echelon repairs. 

THIRD LINE workshops undertake the over* 
flow of seond echelon repairs in emergencies. 

FOURTH LINE workshops underthake the bulk 
of third echelon repairs and all fourth echelon re* 
pair. In the active field formations, first and second 
‘line' workshops arc mobile enough to keep up with 
the moves of the formation whose equipment they 
maintain. Likewise third line workshops, though 
not fully equipped with transport are sufficiently 
mobile to keep up with the formations they service 
Fourth line workshops arc static and normally lo* 
catcd in base areas. In Canada where the factor of 
mobility is practically nil we find what would cor* 
respond to the unit facilities or LAD overseas be* 
comes a Unit Garage, housed in a permanent buil* 
ding Canada's R.C.E.M.E. workshops, also static 
and equipped with a permanent roof over their 
heads, carry out second, third, and fourth echelon 
repairs and are comparable to a combination of 
second, third and fourth line workshops in the field. 

Right here the brighter characters are going to 
*ask for closer difinitions of where one ‘line 1 stops 
and another takes over. Sure, there’s got to be 
rules in a repair organization of this size — and 
we‘ve got 'em. In Canada the rule hook for’A'vihic* 
les — is the RJE.M.E. Repair Schedules. *B‘vihicles 
are covered by Permissive Repair Schedules (P.R. 
S.I.) These schedules lay out the ‘echelons' of repair 
which may be carried out by Units and LAD's or 
R.C.E.M.E. workshops to ensure these important 
considerations. — One: 

That vehicles and equipment are repaired in the 
best way by the most suitable ‘line* formation 
available in the circumstance® Two: That vehicles 
and equipment are not put out of action by at* 
tempts at repair beyond the facilities of the line 
concerned (in Canada — the Unit Garage). 

Tied right in with these two considerations, 
and largely governed by them, arc the tools and 
repair equipment made available to a unit. The rule 
books here arc the Scales of Issue (C.A.R.O. 3427 
and subsequent amendments). The referee is the 
Sr E.M.E. of the formation concerned for he autho* 
rizes the actual issue of these tools- cither in whole 
or in part, according to the size of the unit, number 
of vehicles on charge and the facilities and perso* 


nfiel available. Even a complete scale of issue in 
hands of a well housed unit garage do not make it 
a second line workshop, for it is still equipped to 
handle only first echelon repairs. 

The extent of issue of tools and equipmtyat to 
a unit can in fact govern its capacity to even carry 
out all first echelon repairs that are laid down in 
the schedules, in which case the wise unit recog* 
nizes its limitations and carries out only those re^ 
pairs which it is capable of handling. 

Too may units have gone off the deep end in 
trying to complete repairs and incorporate design 
changes which were over their heads — at the ex* 
pense of much nccessay first echelon repair work 
that was within their capacity, consequently ending 
up with less efficient equipment that if they had 
staved in their own league. 

Which sounds like all meat and potatoes to us 
Murphy.

The shutter has a corner where he will try to find 
answers to a lot of questions regarding what to 
do or not to do. so that those snaps of that Gal in 
Holland or that Brunette in Paris, are well worth 
keeping in vour album. 

For those "long*haired“ photographs, carrying 
plates cameras or rollfilms kodaks with stands to 
take landscapes or moonlight pictures, here will be 
found technical advices, as much as it can be pos* 
sible to provide the answer to the questions. 

The shutter is rather a shy little fellow, and docs 
not boast of knowing all the answers. He is only 
an amateur, or better to say a representative of a 
group of amateurs, with some experience of taking 
pictures and darkroom work. So any time you 
have some worry about something that has happe* 
ned cither when you developed or printed your 
negatives, or when you were shooting that snap, 
you are welcome to write to the shutter and get an 
answer if at all possible to find it for you. At the 
present the shutter is quartered and billeted with 
2/9 C. I. B. W/S. 

In addition to that kind of F.P.O. without the 
grumbling which gives to that celebrated column 
of the MIL! it's character and interest, there will 
be short articles on technical subjects pertaining 
to photography from an “amateur's viewpoint". 

Since these articles will be written by and for 
amateurs, with the view of helping beginners in 
understanding better their kodaks, no articles 
appearing here will be too technical and language 
will be simple and accessible to every one. You 
need not fear that this corner will be a boresome 
affair, because th e bunch of fellows that arc 
looking after the answering of your auestions or 
the writing of these articles are all photographic 
fans and amateurs, as well as you.

ROTATION LEAVE 

Here it is at long last. It means you in the 
CAOF. Read this and make plans. No doubt 
during your stay in Germany you have wondered 
when or how you could arrange to get home for 
a few days. This is definitely hot from the De* 
partment of National defense. Our one desire is 
to let you read it as we got it. Headquarters 
RCEME are making arrangements so as to cope 
with the rush of applications. It will be a blessing 
to be on that leave ship. Read on and see where 
you stand; 

Rotation leave to Cda has been authorized by 
DND, to commence as soon as shipping space 
will permit. 

As it is NOT known when it will be possible 
to commence rotation leave in order to avoid dis* 
appointment to relatives. Personnel will not in* 
dicate to any person outside NWE or UK. that 
he has been recommended for, or placed on any 
list relating to such leave. Arrangements will be 
made to have official notification sent to next of 
kin in due course prior to arrival in Cda. 

ELIGIBILITY 

4. In order to be eligible for rotation leave per* 
sonnel must have: 

(a) Volunteered for CAOF. 

(b) Served continually outside the Western 
Hemisphere for three years immediately 
preceding the date such leave is granted. 

fc) A total of 150 points computed on the same 
basis as points for repatriation. 

(d) Asatisfactory record of serveie. 

5. For purpose of calculating continuous service 
the following will apply: 

(a) Time spent in field punishment, detention, 
imprisonment, penal servitude, absence 
without leave, and any other time in respect 
of which pay has been forfeited will all be 
treated on the same basis. It will NOT 
constitute a breach in continuity but will 
be deducted from total service. 

(b) Return to Cda for any reason within the 
last three years will constitute a break in 

continuity unless the individual concerned 
produces satisfactory evidence that during 
his stay in Cda. he did NOT have leave 
exceeding seven days.

ATOM BOMB MATERIALS FOR PEACE 

Canada, whose scientists, laboratories and ura* 
nium ores played a key part in the development 
of the atomic bomb, is already at work on the 
peaceful uses of the great discovery (says Reuter). 

A pilot plant for the production of new radio* 
active materials, which would be valuable in the 
study of chemical and biological processes and in 
medical applications, is being built at Chalk River, 
Ont., the Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister for Recon* 
struction, revealed in Ottawa on Monday. 

Mr. Howe also revealed that Dr. J.D, Cockcroft, 
formerly of Cambridge University, and now direc* 
tor'of the National Research Council’s Laboratory 
in Montreal; Dr. C. J. Mackenzie president of the 
Cduncil; Prof. F. A. Paneth, formerly of Vienna; 
Dr. George Placzek, of Czechoslovakia; and Prof. 
G. M. Volkoff, a naturalised Canadian of Russian 


birth, were among the men who worked at the 
Council's Anglo*Canadian laboratory to develop 
the bomb. 

The Canadian Government took over all rights 
of radioactive ores such as uranium in the North= 
West Territories and the Yukon in September, 
1943, as part of the programme to develop the ato* 
mic bomb, it was disclosed. An Order — in — Co* 
uncil provided that all rights of radioactive areas in 
these territories should revert to the Crown. 

Similar action was taken by the Governments 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, British Columbia and 
Quebec.

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attention as a debutante who doesn't use Ponds. 

But if the B.F. stops to think about it — (we’re 
joking of course) — the manufacturer must have 
had some reason for putting in all those fancy 
little dials and gauges. Give up? Well, trusting 
souls that they are, the whole idea was to tip you 
off on impending trouble before it became serious; 
to keep you informed as you bowl merrily along, 
of the proper functioning of the hundred and one 
hard working bits and pieces that keep you rolling. 

To save you stopping at a garage every five mis 
nutes to see if the generator is generating, the coos 
ling system cooling, the oil pump pumping and so 
on — they put all the information right under your 
nose on a simble plain panel. The instrument pas 
nel, they said, would be the corner stone of the 
whole preventive maintenance structure. 

Which sounds fine — what are we worrying 
about? 

Just this. They forgot about B.F.s. They left it 
up to our friend to keep an eye on all the needles 
and gauges. What’s more, they left it up to him to 
recognize the symptoms of up and coming trouble 
before something drastic happened. 

That, if we may say so and I guess we have ... 
t h a t ., is where they tripped over their slide rules, 
for a dyed*in*the*wool B.F. never looks for trouble 
— he waits for it to catch up with him. Which it 
usually does. 

To illustrate: an extra high reading on the heat 
indicator doesn’t mean summer’s here. Rather it‘s 
a warning that something cooks. It may be caused 
by any number of things from a shortage of the 
right liquids in the rad or crankcase to wrongly 
adjusted carburetion or ignition. 

If a tachometer is there, it can point the finger 
to an engine, clutch or propeller shaft that's being 
knocked dizzy by overspeeding — regardless of 
roadspeed. 

An oil pressure gauge keeps tab on whether or 
not an engine is getting its lubrication — full crank= 
case or not. 

Instruments of all kinds — like watch dogs with 
their snoots tilted for a possible ill wind. 

You get the idea. But our guess is — until the 
makers incorporate sirens, bells, and whistles, with 
a boxing glove that shoots a straight left to the ear 
when the instruments have something to tell, B.F.s 
will continue to drive a vehicle by the seat of their 
pants. That is, unles they suddenly realize that a 
hitch caught in time saves nine times the repair 
effort needed later in a workshop. 
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EDITORIAL - - 

We are publishing the latest up to date informas 
tion on the bond, sales and it is a very creditable 
return. There is no doubt that the Soldier has an 
eye to his future, and the security of his home, and 
Canada. This doesn’t however, relieve him, espe* 
cially drivers, from the personnal responsibility 
to his wife, family, or dependents, at home. The 
fact that we may expect slippery roads with snow, 
doesn't tend to give the T.O. or the Courts of In* 
cjuirey Board a holiday.

THUMB NAIL SKETSCH 

FROM 2/7 CIB W/S BY 3H. 

'Tis often said that you can find a Scot in the 
engine room of every “old tub“ cruising the Seven 
Seas. As a matter of fact the Scotchman seems to 
be prone to things mechanical. This is most cer* 
tainly true of the life of the Commandant of 2/7 
CIB W/S, Major Hugh C Jockel, whose career in 
both civil and military life has been in things me* 
chanical. 

One of the great American writers, Mark Twain, 
claimed that rivers have a great effect on mens’ 
lives. If this is so, the river Clyde, which has seen 
birth of so many ships, has had its effects on its 
people, and created minds, saturated with ideas to 
create masterful engines and construct engines 
which travel in every clime. It was in the great 
city on this mighty river, Glasgow, that “Hughie" 
C jockel first gave evidence of his being. 

Coming with his parents in the early twenties 
to Canada, He completed his education, as far as 
a formal education is concerned. Major Jockel ex* 
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pressed to this writer*“One can always find time 
to improve oneself, and build for the future". The 
Civy street experience of our commander demon* 
strates the truth of such a statement. Following 
graduation from high school, Hugh Jockel became 
an apprentice draughtsman in the mechanical and 
construstion trades and here gained a wealth of 
experience. As the war clouds gathered on the ho* 
rizon of that fateful year 1939, we find Hugh 
Jockel in charge of steam power and heating in* 
stallations of the Grinnell Company of Canada in 
Montreal. 

The army and thing military were part of Mai 
jor Jockel's life, as we find that in 1933 he was a 
member of the McGill University COTC. Folio* 
wing this, he joined the ranks of the 27 th Battery 
RCA, 2nd Montreal Regiment, where he attained 
the rank of sergeant. In 1937 he was commissioned 
as a squadron commander of the Duke of Conn* 
aught's Royal Canadian Hussars. 

In the autumn of 1940 he went “ACTIVE" 
joining the Ordinance Corps, No 4 Army Field 
W/S at the Hillcrest garage in Montreal, going 
overseas in January 1941. During the campaign he

If you have a box, which is 
completely light proof, a dark-room, as it is called, 
and you make a very small opening, in a circular 
shape, due to the property of light to travel in 
straight line, any rays of light coming from an oh* 
ject. will pass through this small opening and pro* 
duce on the opposite wall inside the box, an inver* 
ted image. Now, if you make this hole larger and 
larger, more and more light will be admitted in* 
side, and the effect will be at first to blurr the 
image obtained, and as you make the hole still lar* 
ger, you can completely erase the image, because 
too much light has been admitted, and you do not 
have a dark*room any more. The same phenomena 
can be readily observed on the screen in a cinema 
when one opens a door, or when the light goes on 
while the film is being shown. 


Let us start our weekly chat on photography 
the rig h t way. If you are an amateur and eager to 
learn what makes that camera of yours click, it 
may be the right thing to start with a quick going 
over of some very elementary notions that most 
of us may have forgotten or that we may have not 
quite grasped yet, because there was never any 
opportunity to do so. 

First of all let’s start with a definite plan. Just 
like when you want to organize that big party, and 
you proceed step by step until the big “nite“ is a 
success. 

To=day and in the following chats we will briefly 
discuss the different parts of a kodak, and what 
each one of these has to do, in order that the image 
is well impressed on the film, and can later be pro* 
duced as a satisfactory print. 

There are two main classes of cameras: The ‘‘pin* 
hole" cameras and the other class, which contains 
all those cameras using a system of lens to pro* 
duce an image on the film, or plate. 

Since the pin*hole camera does not lend itself to 
a great variety of work and is rather limited, it has 
more or less be abandoned by any amateur who 
really requires more than that type of camera to 
get satisfaction and pleasure out of his hobby. But 
it will help us to understand later certain princip* 
les applied in the construction of other apparatus, 
if wc understand the pin*holc camera. So let’s get 
cracking at it. 

You all have seen those unexpensive boxdike 
cameras, that one can purchase for a couple of 
bucks, back home. If you look it over carefully, you 
will notice there are no lens fitted to it. but only 
a shutter which operates in front or at the back, 
whatever type of construction is adopted by the 
manufacturer, of a small opening, in a shape of a 
small circular hole, from which the camera derives 
it’s name. Here we have the application of a very- 
old principle of optics which was known and ex* 
tensivelv used by artists of as far back as the 15th 
century, the “camera obscura”, which they were 
using to reproduce an image on a piece of unpolis* 
hed glass, in order to study forms, perspective and 
drawing. 

Replace that piece of glass by a film, protected 
from light by a cover, and you have the “pimhole 


There are three main parts in a pin*hole camera. 

a) The dark*room, which is nothing else but the 
“box“ 

b) The*pin*hole, for admission of light. 

c) The shutter to “time“ the lenght of admission 
of the light over the film. 

Since no lens are required to produce the image 
on the film, it is a characteristic of such a camera 
to produce from any outside object a sharp image 
on the film, irrespective of the distance this ob* 
ject is from the camera. The image will ALWAYS 
be in focus. The size of it will vary of course with 
the distance. The sharpness of detail will depend 
only on the size of the opening, and on the clear* 
ness or brightness of the day. 

It can readily be seen here the limitations of 
this type of camera. First, since it is imperative 
that the opening remains very small, good results 
will depend on clearness of the day. Secondly, the 
fact that every thing is brought in perfect focus on 
the image, it is impossible to “bring out" the main 
object, and obtain a “background" effect. Both 
background and foreground are of the same inten* 
sitv of image. An amateur must understand those 
limitations and not ask of that type of camera, 
what it really cannot produce. On the other 
hand, it is the ideal type for taking snaps of 
individuals or small groups, for a souvenir of some 
event, like a meeting or a party. They are easy to 
handle, and providing you can see in the viewer 
all you wish to take, that's about all. A good bit of 
information to know is that the shutter speed on 
these cameras is usually about 1 25 or 1/20 of a 
second. So do not “move yourself" when you take 
a picture with that camera, because you will blurr 
the image. 

If you use the right type of film, and get used 
to it, you still can produce very good pictures with 
a pin=hole camera. At the beginning it may be ad* 
vis able to “master" it’s use, before graduating to 
a more complicated type. 

Next week we shall look over the main consti* 
tuants of a camera using a system of let's to pro* 
duce it’s image. So, until next week, good luck.

RCEME OPERATIONS IN FIRST CON ARMY 
courtesy of ’’Cam” 

INTRODUCTION: During the campaign in 
N.W. Europe, from the invasion of Normandy to 
the clearing of the west bank of the Rhine, much 
was learned in the handling of RCEME and REME 
units. Although the Corps was a relatively new 
organization in the army it was of great satisfac? 
tion to find-that it was organized on a sound basis 
and earned the commendation of formation com? 
manders on many occasions. This article touches 
only briefly on the high spots of the current 
RCEME practice that enabled the service to per? 
form its duties. 

GENERAL PRINCIPLES: The efficient use of 
all RCEME resources within the army largely de? 
pended upon the following: (a) a clear?cut line of 
technical responsibility right down to the indivi? 
dual craftsman attached to units of other arms; (b) 
a strong central control of all RCEME Army 
Troops units. 

Priority 

During the long period of training of the First 
Canadian Army in the United Kingdom it was re? 
alized that the maintenance of equipment must be 
given priority over the technically more interesting 
heavier repair jobs. Accordingly. RCEME units 
within the divisions were constantly reinforced at 
the sacrifice of third line workshops, and LADs 1 
received experienced reinforcements directly from 
second line workshops. 

It was found that the most effective use of third ‘ 
line or “Army“ facilities could be made only if 
they were considered as part of the Army pool, 
so that their considerable strength could be em? 
ployed with flexibility. 

MAINTENANCE: The CREME of a division 
was responsible for maintenance as well as repair 
and recovery. Even during operations the system 
of inspections by LADs and workshop personnel 
would cover from 40 % to 60 % of all types of equi? 
pment of a formation each month. These inspcc? 
tions were discussed at length in a monthly report 
prepared by CREME. They provided a constant 
check on the standard of maintenance of a forma? 
tion. 

The division of responsibility for maintenance 
and repair between the unit and LAD was laid 
down as follows: 

Unit — Responsible for maintenance, adjust? 
ment, and running repairs. 

LAD — Responsible for inspections, first eche? 
Ion repairs and arrangements for repairs beyond 
capacity. 

REPAIRS: CREME of a formation was respon? 
sible for the provision of RCEME repair services 
to all units operating within his area. The many 
small units without RCEME personnel shared the 
services of existing LADs. All units were provi? 
ded with definite second line workshop facilities. 

LADs and attached RCEME personnel were 
under command of the unit to which they were 
attached, but were continually visited by CREME 
who exerted considerable control over their per? 
sonnel and technical operation. 

Normally, second line workshops in divisions 
were under command CREME and were never 
considered as brigade workshops, except in the 
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case of independent brigades. Third line workshops 
were under command CREME Corps or Army 
Troops, depending upon the work load and the 
tactical situation. These workshops were sited af* 
ter consultation with the DDME Army, who would 
allocate to DDME Corps the workshops requested 
when he was satisfied that there was sufficient 
work at the proposed site to justify the movement 
of the workshop. 

Repair Schedule 

The echelon repair schedule was followed only 
as a broad guide. It was stressed that LADs should 
do only first echelon repairs and that second line 
workshop should not exceed second echelon res 
pairs.Third line workshops usually did only over* 
flow second echelon repairs, as there was always a 
large backlog of equipment requiring these. Third 
echelon repairs were done by third line workshops 
only in emergencies. Fourth line workshops in this 
theatre were the advanced base type and. as in the 
case of third line shops, did mostly second and 
third echelon work which overflowed from third 
line workshops; rarely did they do normal fourth 
line repairs. It was intended to send all engine 
assemblies requiring rework to civilian and base 
workshops in the United Kingdom but later in the 
campaign, due to the shortage of assemblies, it was 
necessary to organize these repairs in Belgium. 

RECOVERY: Recovery within the divisional 
area was the responsibility of CREME. Usually it 
was well within the capacity of his equipment. 

In the Corps area the DDME Corps had under 
command an Army Recovery Company, consisting 
of a headquarters and varying number of sections. 
These were employed on an area clearance basis 
rather than a system of reports of individual 
“crocks." DDME Army directed recovery within 
the army area, having at his disposal a recovery 
company consisting of a 11Q, and a varying mim* 
her of sections. He arranged recovery likewise on 
an area clearance basis, similar to Corps. 

“Crocks 4 * Cleared 

DDME Corps located CBPs (Corps Backlou* 
ding Points) after consultation with DDME Army. 
These points were picked so that they could be 
expanded into ABPs (Army Backloading Points) 
and with suitable workshop sites adjacent. All the 
repairable "crocks'* were cleared either directly to 
workshops or to Backloading Points. Backloading 
Points were operated by recovery sections. 

Road clearance was a formation responsibility. 
The senior RCEME Officer established the neces* 
sary Recovery Points in consultation with Q Branch 
and Traffic Control. When regrouping of forma* 
tions occurred necessitating large scale movements 
arrangements were made for Army or Corps to lay 
out the necessary recovery points to cover the 
movement routes, thus relieving the Divisional re* 
covery facilities of this responsibility. 

INSPECTIONS: Besides the routine inspects 
ons of unit equipment by LADs and attached 
RCEME personnel, there were the following in* 
spectorates working independently of formations: 

(a) AFV inspectorate which was responsible to 
DDME Army for inspection of all AFVs issued by 
the Corps or Army Delivery Squadrons, as well as 
AFVs turned out by third line workshops. This 


inspectorate worked to standards drawn up by the 
Chief Inspector AFV 21 Army Group as amended 
by DDME Army. The thoroughness of the inspec* 
torate was in no small way responsible for meeha* 
nical efficiency of all AFVs issued to units. 

(b) Unit Maintenance Inspectorate which inspec* 
ted B vehicles of Army troops under the supervi* 
sion of CREME Army Troops. This inspectorate 
advised units on maintenance problems brought 
to light during their inspections. It was found im* 
practical to employ teams of this unit forward of 
the Army area during operations. 

REPAIRS OF NEW EQUIPMENT: Early in the 
campaign it was realized that a constantly increa* 
sing load was being thrown on forward workshops 
by the faulty condition of new equipment. All me* 
chanical defects needed immediate repair to pre* 
vent more serious failures and the development of 
bad psychological effects on the unit, which would 
result in lack of interest in unit maintenance. Ac* 
cordingly small “ad hoc" detachments similar to 
L A D s were made up for attachment to Corps 
Field Parks, and an extra Infantry Brigade Works* 
hop was obtained from 21 Army Group for em* 
ploymcnt on equipment held by the Army Vehicle 
Park. The need for these units was clearly de* 
monstrated by the result of one month's operati* 
on of the Infantry Brigade Workshop, which sho* 
wed that 88 % of all new vehicles being issued re* 
quired workshop repairs. 

SALVAGE: All unserviceable equipment ex* 
cept that requiring special recovery vehicles was 
backloaded through salvage channels. RCEME 
personnel assisted and advised Ordnance Salvage 
on the sorting and care of technical equipment 
being backloaded. Workshops kept their reclama* 
tion sections loaded to capacity by drawing equi* 
pment as required from the Ordnance Salvage 
Unit of their formation. 

SPECIAL TASKS: The General Staff frequen* 
tly required special tasks carried out such as con* 
version of 72 SP mounts M 7 into Kangaroos (Ar* 
my Personnel Carriers) in 3M: days. As it turned 
out, the use of the^ Kangaroos contributed lar* 
gely to the success of the break * out south of 
Caen. This conversion included the removal of 
the main armament, the provision and welding of 
armour plate across the mantlet opening, and a 
100*hour check and reconditioning of the vehicle. 

Resources Pooled 

This and other similar short notice jobs were 
made possible only by the pooling of the resour* 
ces of many units under command of army. Valu* 
able assistance was obtained from workshops of 
formations, but the main working parties in all 
cases had to be readily available in workshops 
under command of CREME Army Troops for 
immediate call. 

CONCLUSIONS: Some of the important 
RCEME lessons brought out during the campaign 
in N.W. Europe were as follows: 

(a) The successful use of RCEME service in all 
formations depended largely upon the flexibility 
and initiative with which it was employed. 

(b) There was a definite need for earlier trai* 
ning of RCEME personnel in the maintenanee and 
repair of a 11 types of technical equipment, so that 
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they could perform their normal function of su* 
pervising unit maintenance as soon as the unit 
received the equipment. 

(c) Close liaison is always necessary between 
RCEME and Ordnance Salvage at all formation 
levels in order to prevent the loss of much value 
able technical equipment. 

(d) RCEME units are very necessary at the 
Corps andsArmy Troops Vehicle Parks so that 
necessary inspections and repairs can be carried 
out prior to the issue of vehicles to units. 

(e) The most successful method of effecting 
large scale recovery operations was by area clea* 
ranee rather than by detailed reporting of “crocks.“

Sidney C Roberts is a Welshman and when the 
First Great War started he had just completed his

he was wounded in action at the Somme after re* 
covering from his wounds he served in Mesopo* 
tamia thinking that the Army Airforce was a 
more interesting sidelight in desert warfare.

At that 
time the RAF was formed and Sid Roberts went 
back to his first love the Army, serving in Iraq and 
at Peshawar Northwest Frontier India as a Staff 
Captain. He returned to civil life in 1926 and stu* 
died at the Institue of Motor Trade (Great Bri* 
tain) graduating in 1927. He then entered the Bri* 
tish Motor Industry but as trade was not good 
he immigrated to Canada and worked in a media* 
nical capacity in many garages in Ontario latterly 
becoming Service Manager for the Austin Motor 
Co. 

It is truely, stated that old soldiers never die, 
and Sid Roberts is no exception, 1 ®and he joined 
the Canadian Army in January 1940 arriving in 
the UK in August during the battle of Britain as 
a S/Sgt. He took a course in the Military College 
of Science at Woolwich, graduating with high ho* 
nours and was promoted to Warrant Officer Se* 
cond Class. He is now with this unit and will soon 
return to England where he is taking his discharge 


before he goes to join the Allied Control Commi* 
sion of Germany. He is going to work in the Trans* 
portation Division.
